Read 
Does Away With Alphabet 

Most children know  instinctlvely 
that there is something wrong about 
the uninteresting and stupid alphabet. 
It doesn't seem reasonable to them, 
and they hate it. Now, it seems 
they are right 

Progressive educational studen's 
have hit upon a plan to teach chil 
dren to read by the new and efficient 
method of sound reading, which elim- 
Inates the necessity of learning the A. 
B.C.'s 

This new method ts recognized as 
one of the most Important discoveries 
in modern educational systems and 
bids fatr soon to come Into general 
use 

The whole system of the English 
language Is based upon sound, Every 
word spoken is made up of one or 
more distinct sounds. No one speaks 
a word without giving utterance to 
some of these sounds When we say 
cat we fo not name the three letters, 
as cat, but we give the sound of c 
and at, blended together and get cat. 

The child by this new sound-reading 
method is taught to work out words by 
| means of what is known as the family 
group. After learning the sounds of 
the consonants the child takes up dif- 
ferent families, as the at, the an, and 
the fll families, and builds words as 
c-at, reat, m-at, m-an, r-an, f-ill, r-ill, 
etc., adding little by little until a large 
vocabulary is acquired. This is the 
foundation of the new method of 
teaching known as the phonic method, 

The first Important thing for the 
child to learn is reading, in order that 
it may be able to gain information for 
itself. It is therefore of the greatest 
importance that the child be taught 
this as soon as possibie. 

With the time-wasting alphabet, a 
child was considered somewhat of a 
prodigy that could master the letters 
and their order at the age of five 
| years Many months were wasted by 
the children in having those 26 char- 
acters implanted in their minds. It 
|has been demonstrated by the new 
| phonic system that children can ac- 
quire the ability to read in much less 
jtime than by the old A B C method, 
|} and advancement is much more rapid 
} Sounds and not names of Jetters 
should be mastered first, for words are 
only sounds or combination of sounds 
If the name of the letter is learned 
first, as under the old method, it inter- 
}feres with the appreciation of the 
}sound element in the word and unne- 
| cessarily complicates the process of 
learning to read. 

After the child has commenced to 
read and has acquired a vocabulary 
the ability to recognize certain 
the names of the letters 
introduced .

said: I do not believe the new meth- 
od makes poor spellers. But I do 
think the old system of striking out 
the silent letters in words did affect 
the spelling. On the whole, I think 
children read and spell much better 
and ina much shorted time when 
taught by the phonic system.

being made over into new. 

It {g thought this device will do 
away with the accidents aad some- 
times loss of life which have occas- 
ionally happened through defects in 
the diving hose or pumping appara- 
tus.co long in use. But while the 
diver may carry his atmosphere, as 
one does his wardrobe, along with 
him, he cannot yet quite disconnect 
himself from the outer world, as the 
signal line is still” necessary for 
meant of con-munication.

A Senius.in Mosalcs 

There recer. ly died at Ivry, a sub- 
urb of Paris, a remarkable old man 
named Fraissard, who, it is claimed, 
could have been one of the world's 
most famous sculptors, if he had so 
desired, but who, Instead. lived in a 
quiet, unpretentious Way and finished 
life as he began it, with very little 
in the-way of this -vorld’s goods. 

When a boy, Mr. Fraissard was ap- 
prenticed to a marble-cutter, says the 
Londen News. For 50 years he con- 
tinued to execute the most beautiful 
works of art; mostly in mosaics. It 
is claimed that every piece of work 
he did was a masterpiece, and thé two 
rooms in which he lived contain a 
wonderful collection of beautiful ob- 
jects. One is a black marble table 
with chessboard in cnyx, and some 
cups, glasses and bottles. So delicate 
is the workmanship that the saucers 
are transparent. Eight years were 
occu; led in the fashioning of this 
piece of work. 

M. Fraissard’s masterplece took him 
nearly three times as long It is a 
black marble table. In the middle is 
a chessboard, on either side of which 
are Playing car. arranged as fans. 
On the table are dominoes and dice, 
cigars and cigarettes and _ several 
coins in gold and silver. All these 
are, of course, inlaid. The materials 
in the table besides the black marble, 
are agate, onyx, porphry, malchite and 
lapis lazuli, the tones of which are 
black, red, orange, blue and white. 
Ninety different kinds of marble were 
also used. 

In the old man’s lodgings there are 
dozens of mosaics, opal cups, chande- 
liers and inkstands, inlaid in all sorts 
of stones. Fifty years of overwork, 
however, brought on a paralytic seiz- 
ure, and for two years he had beon 
helpless. He would never part with 
any of his works, no matter what price 
was offered him. 

Went Right to it 

James Francis Dwyer, the Australlan 
novelist, tells the following story 
about the Japanese. Dwyer began 
as a reporter in Melbourne, 

Japan sent a warship on invitation 
to Australia, said he. We were to 
unveil a monument in a park in the 
interior of Melbourne. The Japanese 
sailors were to grace the cccasion. 

Not one of the Japanese had ever 
been on shore there before. When 
the morning of the unveiling came 
Melbourne sent a mounted escort to 
show the visitors the way to the park. 
The escort wasn't needed. 
head of the brown column marched 
an officer with his nose on a map, pin- 
ned to a bit of board. 

He never leoked up, said Dwyer. 
Now and then he'd give an order in 
Japanese, and the column would wheel 
to the left or right. Kind friends 
would wave their hands at the mount- 
ed escort, marching proudly up the 
wrong ‘street, and tell them they had 
lost the city’s guests. 

Two or three times that perform- 
ance was repeated. Then the mount- 
ed escort gave it up in disgust. The 
Japanese went to the park in the in- 
terior of the city straight as a pigeon 
flies to a hole in the barn. After- 
wards Dwyer and other reporters 
measured the route and discovered 
that the Japanese, guided only by 
their war map, had taken the short- 
est route to their destination through 
a strange city.
